Sweet potatoes are among my 
all-time favorite vegetables. 
They are on my list of "super 
vegetables, because they are 
80 high in vitamins. 
One sweet’ potato has four 


times the minimum recom- 
mended daily | allowance 
(USRDA) of Vitamin A, 100 
percent of the USRDA of Vita- 
min E and 30 percent of the 
USRDA for Vitamin C. 

Sweet potatoes contain iron, 
calcium, potassium and Vita- 
min E. They are also. a good 
source of fiber. There is more 
fiber in a cup of sweet potatoes 
than in a cup of cooked oat- 
meal. 

In this country, there is often 
confusion about sweet pota- 
toes. First, a sweet potato is not 
a potato. 

Potatoes are tubers. Sweet- 
potatoes are roots. 


Sweet potatoes are part of the 
morning glory family. 

Sweet potatoes are NOT 
yams. Yams are not even in the 
morning glory family. 

A yam is a starchy edible root 
of the Dioscorea genus. While 
sweet potatoes sold in the Unit- 
ed States are grown if this 
country, (with 40 percent com- 
ing from North Carolina), yams 
are imported from the Carib- 


‘Yams come in a variety of col- 
ors (ás do sweet potatoes) and 
they taste something like sweet. 
potatoes. However, instead of a 
smooth skin like a sweet pota- 
to, a yam has a róugh and scaly 


skin. 

While yams and sweet pota- 
toes can be used in the same 
recipes, yams are not inter- 
changeable with sweet potatoes 
when it comes to nutrition. 
Yams are very low in beta 
carotene. 

Here's where it really gets 
confusing: A variety of sweet 
potatoes grown in this country 
is marketed as "American 
Yams." This "yam" variety of 
sweet potato has an orange or 
copper colored skin and orange- 
red flesh. Other varieties of 
Sweet potatoes can have skin 
colors range from pale yellow to 
bright orange to purple. The

flesh of the sweet potato can be 
yellow, pink, red or orange. 

I found a can labeled "Yams" 
at the grocery store the other 
day, and when I looked at the 
contents label, it listed: "sweet 
potatoes." 

According to the North Car- 
olina Sweet Potato Association, 
sweet potatoes are more Ameri- 
can than apple pie.‘ Native 
Americans were growing sweet 
potatoes when Columbus arrived 
in 1492. 

If the Pilgrims and Indians 
ate sweet potatoes at the first 
Thanksgiving, chances are the 
Indians brought them to the 
feast. 


. Sweet potatoes: Not potatoes, not yams, but delicious and nutritious 


* Fresh North Carolina sweet 
potatoes are available through- 
out the year. 

Sweet potatoes can be baked, 
boiled, broiled, stuffed, steamed, 
stir-fried or microwaved; or 
served raw. 

Sweet potato casserole, a hol- 
iday favorité can easily be 


adapted into a low-fat version. 


Substitute egg whites for eggs, 
canola oil for butter and 
crushed whole grain cereal 
flakes for nuts. 

You can do the same thing 
with sweet potato pie, which 
tastes very much like pumpkin 
pie. 


Flu shots are important for the elderly 


Esch winter, the influenza, or flu virus can be 
counted on to infect many people. Influenza is a 
highly-contagious disease with symptoms that 
may include fever, chills, headache, sore throat, 
dry cough, runny nose, and body aches. Adults 
rarely have upset stomachs with the flu. 

This disease is spread by direct contact with 
an infected person or through contact with the 
airborne virus in crowded places such as the- 
aters, stores and buses. À person becomes sick 
with flu soon after being exposed to it - usually 


within 1-3 days.

Although most people recover from influenza 
without complicrtions, some develop pneumo- 
nia, the most common complication of the flu. 
Pneumonia accounts for almost one-third of the " 
deaths among people who have had influenza. 


especially important for people 


aged 65 or older and for people of nay age who 
have diabetes, chronic diseases of the heart, 
lungs, or kidneys, chronic anemia, or diseases 
that interfere with the body's immune system, 
such as leukemia. People of any age living in 


nursing homes should also receive flu shots. Peo- 


ple in these groups are at highest risk fo: com- 
plications ard death resulting from influenza. 

Doctors, nurses, and others who come in con- 
tact with people who are at high risk can pass 
the flu to them. Providers of home care, such as- 
visiting nurses and volunteer workers, as well as 
the family members of people who are at high 
risk, should therefore receive flu shots. 

Because influenza viruses change often, it is 
necessary for those at risk to get a flu shot every 
year for protection against the virus strains that 
are expected that year. The best time to get a flu 


the flu shot. 


shot is in November, ahead of the usual flu sea- 
son. Mcst people have no side effects from 
influenza vaccines. 

Flu shots are given by injection, usually into a 
muscle of the upper arm. This may cause sore- 
ness for a day or two at the injection site and. 
occasionally may also cause.a fever or body 
aches for one or two days. As is the case with 
most drugs or vaccines, there is a rare possibili- 
ty that allergic reactions, other more serious 
adverse events, 


or even death could occur with

The entire ER team descend- 
ed on the young woman: two 
were starting IV lines, one 
drew a quick finger-stick blood 
sugar, another connected Heart 
monitor wires and the oxygen 
saturation probe, and a techni- 
cian inserted a catheter into 
her bladder to obtain a speci- 
men for drug testing. Blood was 


drawn from a vein "un 
artery and a temperature 
probe was placed in her rec- 
tum. 

Phil had an oxygen mask cov- 
ering the woman's face, and 
had placed a hard collar around 
her neck for protection of any 
cervical spine injury. 

Cortez was everywhere at 
once. She first noted that the 
breathing pattern seemed nor- 
mal. 

“Her airway is OK...for now." 
She glanced up at the monitor 
machine. *And her blood pres- 
sure is normal.” Ssss 

*Her blood sugar is 98," 
nurse called out. ~ 

“Good,” Cortez responded: 

As she ran her stethoscope 
and hands along Jane Doe's 
neck, chest, and abdomen, 
Cortez ran through the coma 
checklist in her mind. 

Was this an injury? Could.she 
have been assaulted? Did she 
overdose on: some drug? Which 
one? Was she exposed to some 
toxic fume or chemical? Could 
she have had a seizure? Is 
there an overwhelming infec- 
tion? There was. some odor. of 
alcohol on her breath; could she 
have. consumed this much alco- 
hol? 

While Phil was injecting an 
opiate antidote - just in case 
Jane Doe had pre on a 


narcotic. Cortez searched for 

^elíés. She found no signs of 
trauma, no bruises, no scrapes. 
There wereo needle puncture 
marks on her arms or legs 
except the ones put there by 
the ER team. Her skin color 
and temperature seemed nor- 
mal; her pupils reacted as they 
should. 

Her condition did not change, 
even after the second dose of 
narcotic antidote; she remained 
completely unresponsive. The 
Arterial Blood Gas numbers 
were good, and the carboxyhe- 
moglobin level-did-not igdicate

ide? 

As she became more suspi- 
cious that a drug overdose was 
involved; Cortez decided to fur- 
ther protect Jane Doe's airway. 
Since neck X-rays were normal, 
she felt more at ease in tipping 
Jane Doe's head back to slide 
the plastic tube down into her 
trachea. With the airway se- 


cure, another tube was placed > 


through the nose and into the 
stomach. 

"She's not breathing on her 
own any more,” the Respiratory 
Therapist announced. "Good 
thing we got the endotracheal 
tube in when we did." 

"There may, be something in 
her stomach that is still being 
absorled into her blood- 


stream,” Phil added. 

Cortez nodded. "Let's lavage 
her stomach." Phil set about 
the task of flushing and then 
suctioning, out the contents of 
Jane Doe's stomach. 

OK. Let's put some charcoal 
down there." 

Phil'pushed in the thick, 
black slurry, designed to hold 
onto any remaining drugs, and 
keep some of them from getting 
into her blood. 

A Lab Tech burst through the 
curtain. "Look at this!" She 
passed several paper reports to 
Cortez. & 

Cortez frowned. "Wow!" 

In general, veteran ER staff 
are not very impressed by lab 
numbers; after a few years, 
they've seen just about eVery- 
thing. But the tone of her voice 
now.had the entire team peer- 
ing inquisitively at Cortez. 

*Her blood alcohol is 520!" 

A collective groan was heard. 
They all knew how dangerous 
this was, The newspapers had 
front-page articles just last 
week about two teenagers who 
died of alcohol poisoning, and 
all were acutely aware of the 
possfbilities now with Jane 
Doe: 

“Oh, no! She's got benzo's in 
her urine drug screen, too." 

Benzodiazepines - the Vali- 
um/Ativan/Xanax type drugs - 


are commonly used sadid 
for anxiety, and can have a 
sedating effect. When used in 


conjunction with alcohol, this - 


can be a deadly combination: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, we've

Cortez said as she looked down 
at Jane Doe.

Lightning experiment may 
help to protect airplanes

An experiment aimed at 
gathering new information 
about what occurs at ground

While lightning rarely causes 
plane crashes, it is not unheard 
of, and the Federal Aviation 
Administration plans to use 
the information to update its 
tests for new airplanes to 
ensure they are adequately 
protected against lightning; 
the researchers say. 

“We may determine some of 
the parameters in the FAA's 
lightning test standards do not 
represent "what's going on 
when lightning strikes and 
should be modified according to 
our measurements,” said 
Vladimir Rakov, professor of

electrical and computer engi- 
neering. 

Rakov, who recently returned 
from a conference in France on 
lightning and airplanes, said 
lightning destroyed a glider in 


Europe recently, and has 
brought down several heli- 
copters -in England . and 


Scandinavia in recent years. 
On average, lightning strikes a 
commercial jet once for every. 
10,000 hours in the air, but 
most strikes ,cause no signifi- 
cant damage because the light- 
ning current flows harmlessly 
across the metal skin of the air- 
craft, he said. 

“However,” Rakov said, “once 
in a while, the consequences of 
a lightning strike can be very, 
very dramatic, even cata- 
strophic." ~ 

In perhaps thermost famous 
lightning-related crash in the 
United States, lightning brought 
down a Boeing 707 in Mary- 


land in 1963, killing all 81 peo- 
ple aboard. Since then, light- 
ning has been implicated in a 
handful of jet crashes world- 
wide, Rakov said. An increas- 
ing reliance on composite 
materials in aircraft construc- 
tion creates the potential for 
additional problems because 
the composites can alfow a con- 
nection between lightning and 
airplane electrical circuits, he 
said. 

Thé experiment got under 
way. earlier this summér. at 
UF's International Center for 
Lightning Research- and 
Testing near Starke’ Located 
on an isolated tract of land on 
the Camp Blanding National 
Guard base, researchers at.the 
center rely on a time-tested 
method for studying lightning: 
They trigger it using wire-trail- 
ing rockets shot toward storm

I call it my Automatic- 
Response-of-Accuracy (ARA) 
and it cómes in handy from 
time to time.

“occur, Still, weather forecasting 
has become more precise and, 

„in general, much more reliable. 

And a lot of the credit goes to 
an ambulance driver during 
the first world war who created 
the concept of numerical 
weather prediction. Lewis 
Richardson, part-time ambu- 
lance driver and. full-time 
British scientist, was the first 
person who thought. that 
weather could be predicted by 
solving the equations of atmos- 
pheric motion. 

Richardson understood that 
air is fluid and as such obeys 
the fundamental laws of fluids. 
While sitting in his ambulance, 
Richardson thought that if one 
knew the current state of the 
atmosphere, then mathemati- 
cal equations could be created 
to predict the atmosphere's 
evolution over time. In other 
words, forecast the weather. 

In 1922, Richardson pub- 
lished his theories in.a book. 
Yet, he soon realized that while 
his ideas might work it would 
require a formidable amount of 


eliminate interference when 
the bolt arrives. 

The wire mesh will prevent 
the lightning from arcing. The 
setup is designed to create the 
perfect environment to mea- 
sure the electromagnetic fields, 
currents and shockwaves near 
a lightning strike, information 
the FAA then may use to modi 
fy the tests now in use to 
ensure airplanes are protected, 
Uman said.

Still, Richardson was 
undaunted, proposing the cre- 
ation of a weather prediction 
center. Inside this center, 
Richardson planned a giant cir- 
cular amphitheater that would 
contain 26,000 accountants, 

The thousands of accoun- 
tants would make their addi- 
tions and subtractions while 
watching, Richardson, who 
would lead the group like a con- 
ductor in front of a large 
orchestra. 

As’ you might guess, 
Richardson was unable to con- 
vince the British government 
to fund his project. His idea- 
which was basically sound-was 
dismissed and forgotten for 
over 20 years 

In 1948, John van Neuman, a 


Hungarian mathematician 
working at Princeton 
University, developed the pro- 


totype of the stored program 
machine, the forerunner of 
today's computer, 

Building on Richardson's the- 
ories, van Neuman formulated 
equations that could be solved 
on a modern digital computer. 
The first successful numerical 
prediction of the weather was 


shed light on the physics of 
lightning strikes, Uman said. 

“We're going to settle lots of 
problems that exist in the sci- 
entific literature about this 
issue with this superior experi- 
ment," he said. 

The FAA and the National 
Science Foundation are spon- 
soring the two-year experi- 
ment, each contributing 
$159,000 to $200,000 annually. 

In another experiment at the 
lightning center this summer, 
researchers are testing two
